Responding to persistent 
calls from his constituents, 
a Calgary MLA is hoping to 
shift gears in the distracted 
driving fight with a bill that 
would drive up fines and 
tack on demerits for guilty 
motorists. 

And Moe Amery, Tory 
party member and repre¬ 
sentative for Calgary East, 
says he has support from 
government caucus for the 
proposed Bill 204, which 
was officially introduced in 
the Alberta legislature last 
week. 

Currently, people caught 
talking on a handheld de¬ 
vice, texting, grooming or 
performing other dangerous 
activities behind the wheel 
are slapped with a $172 fine. 

The fine was introduced 
in September 2011, but po¬ 
lice say they fear that many 
motorists don’t take the 
penalty seriously. 

And Amery agrees. 

“It’s really not doing 
the job,” he said. “We’re all 
guilty of using the phone,

His constituents de¬ 
manded a new bill, Amery 
said. 

His proposed Bill 204 
proposes to bump up the 
fine to $250 and slap motor¬ 
ists with three demerit 
points. 

Figures provided by the 
Calgary Police Service indi¬ 
cate that 5,821 drivers had 
been hit with the $172 fine 
this year to the end of Sep¬ 
tember. 

As well, at least one driv¬ 
er had been distracted in 
767 collisions to the end of 
October but police caution 
that number could be low as 
many are unlikely to admit 
they weren’t paying atten¬ 
tion when the incident oc¬ 
curred. 

Prior to Amery’s bill be¬ 
ing introduced, city police 
traffic Insp. Ken Thrower 
was noncommittal in an 
interview when asked 
whether a boosting of fines 
would result in a marked 
difference in terms of road 
safety. 

“A lot of people are just 
paying the fine, quite hon¬ 
estly ... even if you wrote 


tickets for a $1,000 or $500, 
for some people it might be 
a deterrent because of the 
money, but others it might 
not,” he said. 

Don Szarlco with the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association said 
his group has seen little evi¬ 
dence to date that adding 
demerits to the distracted 
driving equation positively 
alters behaviour behind the 
wheel. 

He noted that a recent 
proposal in Manitoba to 
boost penalties for texting 
behind the wheel to $1,000 
and three demerits was 
just the latest in a series of 
province-specific tweaks to 
legislation on the distracted 
driving file. 

“It’s a bit strange, it’s all 
over the map,” he said. “In 
our view, we’re a little bit 
concerned about the lack of 
consistency that’s out there 
right now with proposed 
penalties.” 

Amery said his bill likely 
wouldn’t return to the legis¬ 
lature for a second and third 
reading until the spring ses¬ 
sion. 

He said early indications 
are that there’s widespread 
support for the tougher pen¬ 
alties.

Project aims to 
connect city youth 
with seniors 

Edmonton organizers are 
hoping to plant a seed of 
understanding between 
the city’s youth and senior 
community by sprucing 
up some neighbourhood 
schools. 

The beautification 
project for Eastglen High 
School and John D. Bracco 
Junior High School aims to 
brighten the green space 
between the two schools 
through a partnership 
between students and 
the community’s aging 
residents. 

The brainchild of local 
seniors advocate Shelley 
Sabo, the project is just the 
start to a number of inter- 
generational initiatives in 
the Beverly community she 
hopes will bring together 
the diverse demographic.

Neighbours said they were 
shocked to learn police dis¬ 
covered the body of a man 
in a north Edmonton home 
Saturday night. 

At approximately 11 p.m., 
EPS responded to a home 
near 188 Street and 122 A 
Avenue after a disturbance 
call. 

Dwayne Wlasichuk, who 
lives next door to the home, 
said he wasn’t aware any¬ 
thing had happened until

Describing his neigh¬ 
bours as nice and quiet, 
Wlasichuk said two men 
had lived next door for a 
few years.

New prostitution 
laws. Ontario premier 
wants assurances that 
legislation is not a 
breach of Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms 


Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne says she is concerned 
the country’s new prostitution 
law fails to make sex workers 
safer, and is seeking advice on 
whether it is in line with the 
Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms. 

Wynne says she has asked 
the province’s attorney gener¬ 
al to advise her on the legisla¬ 
tion’s “constitutional validity” 
in light of the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruling quashing the 
old law. 

In her statement Sunday 
Wynne says she has also asked 
to be given “options” in case 
the law’s charter compatibil¬ 
ity is questioned, but adds the 
province will still enforce it. 

The new law took effect 
Saturday and more than 60 or¬ 
ganizations and agencies from 
across the country are calling 
for its non-enforcement and 
repeal. Those groups voiced 
concern the new law will con¬ 
tinue to leave sex workers at 
risk as under the old system 
— a sentiment Wynne also ex¬ 
pressed. 

It’s the latest flare-up be¬ 
tween Wynne and Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper, who 
Wynne has said is refusing to 
meet to discuss issues of im¬ 
portance to the province. 

The sweeping new changes 



to the way prostitution is regu¬ 
lated in Canada follow the Su¬ 
preme Court decision last year 
that found the old laws violat¬ 
ed the rights of prostitutes. 

The new rules criminalize 
the purchase of sex as well as 
things like advertising or other 
forms of communication relat¬ 
ed to its sale, while providing 
some legal immunity for sex 
workers themselves. 

“I have listened to the de¬ 
bate that has taken place over 
the last year, and particularly 
since the introduction of Bill 
C-36. And I am left with grave 
concern that the so-called Pro¬ 
tection of Communities and 
Exploited Persons Act will pro¬ 
tect neither ‘exploited persons’ 
nor ‘communities,’” Wynne’s 
statement reads. 

“I am not an expert, and 
I am not a lawyer, but as pre¬ 
mier of this province, I am 
concerned that this legislation 
(now the law of the land) will 
not make sex workers safer,” 
she adds, the Canadian press 



Harper changes stance on election money 


Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er used to contend that money 
does not influence the out¬ 
come of elections. 

He used to rail against any 
attempt to limit the amount 
of money outside advocacy 
groups could spend during 
campaigns. And he used to 
strenuously object to any at¬ 
tempts to compel those groups 
to disclose from whom they 


got their money or how they 
spent it. 

That was, of course, before 
he became prime minister. 
Now, Harper heads a party 
that accuses labour unions of 
tiying to “bully and influence 
our elections from the outside” 
and routinely uses the spectre 
of dastardly union politick¬ 
ing to drum up donations the 
Conservatives say are urgently 


needed to ensure victoiy in 
next year’s election. 

And he heads a govern¬ 
ment bent on forcing unions 
to disclose the salaries of their 
employees and just how they 
spend the money they collect 
from members’ dues. 

Former Liberal cabinet min¬ 
ister Don Boudria stops just 
short of calling it hypocrisy. 

“I think this is a case of that 


was then and this is now,” says 
Boudria, who was named in a 
court challenge launched by 
private citizen Stephen Harper 
in 2000 against the then-Liber- 
al government’s so-called “gag 
law” limiting spending by out¬ 
side third parties during elec¬ 
tion campaigns.

Despite mostly peaceful 
protests over court 
decision not to indict 
N.Y.C. officer, splinter 
group in California 
loots, vandalizes 


Mostly peaceful protests of a 
grand jury’s decision not to 
indict a white police officer 
in the chokehold death of 
an unarmed black man have 
continued, but authorities said 
a march in California turned 
violent when a splinter group 
smashed windows and threw 
objects at police. 

A Berkeley police officer 
received hospital treatment for 
a dislocated shoulder after be¬ 
ing hit with a sandbag, while 
another sustained minor injur¬ 
ies, police spokeswoman Jenn 
Coats said. 

She said several businesses 
were looted and damaged when 
a splinter group broke from 
the peaceful demonstration 
Saturday night, and officers 
attempting to get the crowd 
to disperse used smoke 
and tear gas. Protesters 
threw rocks, bricks, bot¬ 
tles and pipes at officers, 
and some squad cars were 


damaged. At least six people 
had been arrested by the time 
the unrest ended early Sunday 
morning, Coats said. 

Thousands have protested 
peacefully in New York, Phila¬ 
delphia, Chicago, Seattle, 
Miami and Las Vegas since the 
announcement on Wednesday 
that a grand jury declined to 
indict a white officer in the 
death of Eric Gamer, a black 
man who gasped, “I can’t 
breathe,” while being placed 
in a chokehold as he was be¬ 
ing arrested for selling loose, 
untaxed cigarettes. 

The decision followed a Fer¬ 
guson, Mo., grand juiy’s choice 
not to indict a white officer in 
the fatal shooting of 18-year- 
old Michael Brown. 

The scope of the demon¬ 
strations and the lack of vio¬ 
lence were moving to Gamer’s 
mother, she said Saturday. “It 
is just so awesome to see how 
the crowds are out there,” said 
Gwen Carr. 

“I was just so proud of that 
crowd. It just warmed my 
heart.” 

Officers have said the out- 
ciy over the grand juiy deci¬ 
sion has left them feeling 
betrayed and demonized by 
eveiyone from the president 
and the mayor to throngs of 
protesters who scream at them

Low oil prices may 
hit banks* bottom line

U.S. economy gains momentum 


‘Just struggle.’ North Korea 
halls cyberattack on Sony 


Look past the booming Nov¬ 
ember job gain of 321,000 
reported Friday — the best 
figure in three years in the 
strongest year for U.S. hiring 
since 1999. 

The job market has 
reached a new milestone on 
its road to full health: For the 
first time since the Great Re¬ 
cession ended 5-1/2 years ago, 
America’s unemployed are 
now as likely to be hired as to 
stop looking for a job. 

It means employers have 
grown confident enough to 
fill more job vacancies. And 


it means the unemployed are 
now less likely to succumb to 
frustration. 

The hiring surge owes 
much to solid consumer 
spending — on items like 
cars, electronics and restau¬ 
rant meals. That, in turn, 
has given businesses the 
means to step up invest¬ 
ment in machinery, comput¬ 
ers and facilities. Thanks to 
such spending, the economy 
grew at a 4.3 per cent an¬ 
nual pace from April through 
September — the healthiest 
six-month spurt since 2003. 


Employers have responded 
by adding a robust average 
of 241,000 jobs a month this 
year. 

For each month, the gov¬ 
ernment estimates the pro¬ 
portion of the unemployed 
who found work and the 
proportion who stopped 
looking. In November, 23 per 
cent of people who were out 
of work the previous month 
found jobs, and the same per¬ 
centage gave up looking. The 
figures are three-month aver¬ 
ages, intended to smooth out 
volatility, the associated press 


North Korea released a state¬ 
ment Sunday that clearly rel¬ 
ished a cyberattack on Sony 
Pictures, which is producing 
an upcoming film that depicts 
an assassination plot against 
Pyongyang’s supreme leader.

Commission acknowledged 
that it “might be a righteous 
deed of the supporters and 
sympathizers” of the North’s 
call for the world to turn out 
in a “just struggle” against 
U.S. imperialism. 

North Korea has built a 
cult of personality around the 
Kim family, which has ruled 
for three generations, and 
sees any outside criticism or 
mockery of its leader as an at¬ 
tack on its sovereignty.

Unless you are one of them, you hire them, or 
you advocate for them, you probably don’t 
give too much thought to Temporary Foreign 
Workers, or TFWs. 

That’s not to say that you don’t actually 
meet them just about every day It’s virtually 
impossible to buy a cup of coffee, a burger or 
a doughnut that hasn’t passed through the 
hands ofaTFW. 

There’s certainly been lots of talk about 
whether or not we actually need TFWs or if 
they’re a way of keeping wages in the food 
service sector artificially low Another school 


of thought says that TFWs should have a path 
to citizenship and not be sent packing as soon 
as their allotted time is up. The other day I got 
a glimpse of what exactly the current config¬ 
uration of the program can mean to the men 
and women who are TFWs. 

Massimo’s Cucina Italiana is part of Teresa 
Spinelli’s Italian Centre empire. It’s an oasis 
of good food in an area full of fast-food res¬ 
taurants and chains. But what really makes it 
special for me is Giancarlo. There are food 
servers and wait staff and there are profes¬ 
sional waiters and waitresses. Giancarlo is 
one of the latter group. 

I like to watch the way he works. He has an 
economy of movement and a certain grace as 
he navigates his way around the restaurant,

making sure all diners have what they need 
and want. He’s the consummate professional, 
and that should be obvious to everyone he 
serves. The only people who can’t see that ap¬ 
pear to be in the federal government. Accord¬ 
ing to them, Giancarlo doesn’t have a profes¬ 
sion. Regardless of his training and experi¬ 
ence, he’s seen in the same light as those 
whose major task is to pour you a double¬ 
double. 


Giancarlo’s time here is up. He will be go¬ 
ing home to Italy tomorrow. When he told me 
that, it was apparent that he would like to 
stay here — something that I expect is true 
for thousands of other TFWs. There was sad¬ 
ness and an understandable rancour in his 
voice when he told me that the federal gov¬ 
ernment doesn’t consider him a professional. 
Not only is that an affront to Giancarlo, it’s an 
insult to all those who have made food ser¬ 
vice their careers. 

All of them deserve to be seen as more 
than pairs of hands that bring food to your 
table. Unfortunately, in Giancarlo’s case, all I 
could do was tell him that I recognize and ap¬ 
preciate his professionalism and wish him 
buonviaggio.

Twenty years ago, a box of 
electronic tricks made its 
debut in Japan, heralding 
the birth of the global 
gaming phenomenon that 
changed the entertainment 
landscape, launching titles 
that now outstrip sales 
from Hollywood’s biggest 
franchises. 

The original PlayStation, 
which hit stores in early 
December 1994, brought 
revolutionary graphics, en¬ 
grossing gameplay and the 
kind of complex virtual 
worlds that had only previ¬ 
ously been available in an 
arcade. 

“When we arrived, the 
video game was seen as a 
niche hobby. One of our 
achievements is to have 
succeeded in making a 
legitimate cultural object, 
like music or cinema,” said 
Jim Ryan, chief executive of 
Sony Computer Entertain¬ 
ment Europe. 

The launch was Sony’s 
first foray into computer 
games and pitted the com¬ 
pany against the estab¬ 
lished giant of the sector, 
Nintendo, whose character- 
driven two-dimensional 
offerings like Super Mario 
had wowed children. 

But unlike the 16-bit 
cartridges that powered 
the Super Nintendo Enter¬ 
tainment System (SNES), 
Sony’s PlayStation opted 
for cheap-to-produce CD- 
ROMs, a technology that 
allowed vast tracts of data 
to be stored. The discs’ 
convenience and powerful 
graphics in the original 32- 
bit machines lured game 
developers and players 
into a world where, sud¬ 
denly, 3-D was in reach. 

And it wasn’t just the 
insides of the machines 
that Sony had reimag¬ 
ined; they shunned the 
plain rectangle control¬ 
lers of the SNES in fa¬ 
vour of an ergonomic 
device that sat neatly 
in a player’s hands. 

Titles such as Tomb Raid¬ 
er, Gran Turismo and Final 
Fantasy spurred console 
sales and launched what 
became multi-billion dollar

The company 
shifted around 150 million 
units worldwide, and the 
PS2 remains the best-selling 
console of all time.

When was the last time you 
actually read your bills? Most 
people just pay ’em without 
giving a second thought to 
whether they’re getting their 
money’s worth. 

Since you work hard for 
your money, doesn’t it make 
sense to see if it’s going 
where it will do you the most 
good? As we round the cor¬ 
ner into a new year, this is 
a good time to stop and take 
stock of how you’ve been 
spending your money. 

People shell out thou¬ 
sands a year on home phone 
and cellphone bills. A little 
attention could net you a 
cheaper plan that gets you 
what you need and puts 
money into your savings ac¬ 
count. Ditto your cable and 
gas bills, your credit card and 
bank statements. 

Today, spend one hour 
going over all your bills so 
you’re completely familiar 
with where your money is 
going. 

Look for all the things 
you pay for, but seldom use, 
and as you chop, trim, slice 
and dice, make a list of the 
money you’re saving. 

With electricity costs go¬ 
ing up, saving money is as 
simple as unplugging unused 
appliances. Even when your 
appliances aren’t in use, if 
they’re plugged in, they’re 
using electricity. And some 
appliances are energy pigs. 
Did you know your DVR is 
using more power than your 
fridge? 

Do you know what you 
paid in service charges last 
month? No? Time to read 
your bill! I’ve looked through 
bank statements showing 
a $20 withdrawal holding 
hands with a $3 fee. That’s 



a 15 per cent fee. If you’re 
usin’ an ATM like a wallet, 
what’s wrong with you? 

Then there are the dopes 
that think living in over¬ 
draft is a good idea. It’s not 
just the monthly fee (if you 
even have a plan, ’cause I’ve 
seen some folks paying $5 
a day for every day they’re 
in overdraft), there’s the in¬ 
terest charge too. No, that’s 
not 1.75 per cent a year 
... that’s a month, which 
translates into 21 per cent 
a year. OD was never meant 
as a cash-flow supplement; 
it was always meant for 
emergencies. If you are al¬ 
ways in overdraft, it’s be¬ 
cause you haven’t cozied up 
to a budget. Do it. 

Don’t forget those bills 
that come less often, like 
your home and car insur¬ 
ance. My last home insur¬ 
ance bill went up by 16 per 
cent. You might be surprised 
at how easy it is to save some 


money just by shopping 
around online. 

While you might have 
grown very comfortable 
with the insurance com¬ 
pany or broker with whom 
you’ve been dealing, if you 
can save a couple of hun¬ 
dred bucks a year by shop¬ 
ping around, that’s nothing 
to sneeze at. Your premiums 
will also go down if you 
choose a higher deductible. 
The standard deductible is 
$500. Since you’re unlikely 
to make an insurance claim 
for such a piddly amount, 
raise the deductible on your 
policy and add a little extra 
to your emergency fund to 
cover the difference. And 
bundling home and vehicle 
insurance together could 
save you more than $300. 
Hey, that’s worth the call to 
consolidate, isn’t it? 

Eliminate just $50 worth 
of monthly spending, and 
you’ll have $600 to add to

It was a small measure 
of revenge for Sweeting, 
who lost to Homan in the 
final of the Tournament of 
Hearts last February. 

“A great team game, 
probably our strongest 
game all week, start to 
finish and from lead to 
skip,” said Sweeting after 
high-fiving part of the 
large crowd of support¬ 
ers from her hometown 
of Vegreville, just east of 
Edmonton. 

Homan’s last-rock take¬ 
out attempt in Sunday’s 
ninth end hung wide and 
failed to remove Sweeting’s 
shot rock from the rings, 
allowing the Edmonton 
skip to calmly draw for a 
go-ahead deuce to break a 
3-3 tie. 

“I thought it would curl 
there, the in-tum close to 
the line and it just never 
came up,” Homan said of 
her shot. “It just land of 
tracked halfway down the 
sheet and never came up.” 

In the men’s final later 
Sunday, Mike McEwen took 
a big lead early and never 
trailed en route to defeat¬ 
ing Olympic gold medallist 
Brad Jacobs 8-3. 

The win was the sixth 
in seven events this season 
for the McEwen foursome. 

“It feels like an explo¬ 
sion of wins the last few 
months,” he said. “It’s 
beyond our expectations.

The Canadian women’s soccer 
team could be headed to China 
early next year, making the 
Four Nations Tournament the 
next stop on its pre-World Cup 
trail. 

That means an early date 
with the Chinese, whom they 
will meet on the opening day 
of the Women’s World Cup 


next June in Edmonton. 

“I’m not sure whether I’m 
going to be able to put my 
team out and use the tactics I 
would (normally) use, but who 
knows?” Canadian coach John 
Herdman said with a grin. “I 
might play a 3-5-2 format or 
something a bit different.” 

With Saturday’s draw mark¬ 
ing six months to the opening 
kickoff, the games are ramping 
up on and off the pitch for the 
24 World Cup teams. Herdman 
says Canada has been moving 
from “that improve and learn 
and develop phase into a (aim 
to) perfect phase.”

start to matter,” he said. “This 
close to an event you have 
to stop being development- 
focused. Now it’s a win focus.” 

That includes increasing 
competition within the squad.

And the 
year after, only 18 will go to 
the Olympics. 


“So it’s about the con¬ 
sistency in their performances 
now when they get opportun¬ 
ities, as well as every day in 
training,” Herdman said. 

“I guess the scrutiny and 
the expectations have gone up 
over the last month and some 
players have really responded 
to that.” 

The eighth-ranked Can¬ 
adians defeated (1-0) and tied 
(1-1) No. 5 Sweden last month, 
capping a demanding year 
that saw Herdman’s team play 
Japan, Germany, the U.S. and 
England, among others.

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Vonn leaves Alberta confident 


Skiing. American star 
climbs podium twice 
in opening weekend 
of World Cup races 


Lindsey Vonn left Lake Louise 
with both confidence and the 
belief she can ski faster. 

After winning her first 
downhill in almost two years, 
the U.S. star was a second 
behind winner Lara Gut of 
Switzerland in Sunday’s 
World Cup super-G. World 
Cup overall leader Tina Maze 
of Slovenia was third. 

Vonn has had two knee 
operations in two years, and 
this was the second straight 
season she began her come¬ 
back at the Lake Louise World 


Wins rush in 


60 

With a career 60 World Cup victories, 
Lindsey Vonn is two away from matching 
the women’s record of 62 held by 
Annemarie Moser-Proell of Austria. 


Cup. This return looks more 
promising from a year ago. 

“It meant a lot to have 
worked so hard for so long 
and to finally be back in a pos¬ 
ition where I’m contending 
every race,” Vonn said Sun¬ 
day. “That’s more than I could 
have hoped for.” 

Vonn’s downhill victory 
Saturday was her first since 
Jan. 26, 2013. She tore two 
ligaments and broke a bone 
in her right leg a month later 
while racing super-G at the 
world championships. 

More ligament damage 
before her arrival in Lake 
Louise last year limited her to 
just four starts. Another sur- 
geiy in Januaiy sidelined her 
again. 

The four-time overall 
World Cup champion and 
first American woman to win 
Olympic downhill gold in 
2010 will return to Colorado 
to catch up with speed train¬ 
ing she missed this fall. Vonn 
didn’t get back on snow until 
Oct. 1. 

“I have a lot of speed races 
left in the season, so now I 
have the confidence I need,” 
Vonn said. “Hopefully by the 


next race, I’ll be guns ablaz- 
ing and ready to really put 
down some good super-G 
runs.” 

Vonn finished just under 
four-tenths of a second be¬ 
hind Gut, who claimed her 
second super-G win in as 
many years at Lake Louise. 

Gut didn’t make the top 
10 in downhill races Friday or 
Saturday, but set a blistering 
pace Sunday in one minute, 
18.46 seconds. 

“Downhill is something 
that is complicated for me 
in Lake Louise. It’s always a 
fight,” Gut said. “Super-G is 
way more fun for me. I would 
love if we raced two super-G 
and just one downhill here, 
but it’s not going to happen.” 

After winning the first 
downhill of the season Friday, 
Maze looked unhappy with 
10th the next day. 

“That was quite a shock 
yesterday,” said Maze, who is 
tied with Vonn for first in the 
downhill standings. “I had a 
lot of adrenalin in my blood.” 

“I still have something to 
do in super-G, but I’m really 
happy with my skiing.”

T can’t breathe.’ Rams 
make another statement 


A week after their “Hands 
Up, Don’t Shoot!” show of 
solidarity, several St. Louis 
Rams players made another 
societal statement Sunday 
with the message: “I Can’t 
Breathe.” 

The slogan refers to Eric 
Garner, who died after a 
New York police officer 
placed him in a cholcehold 
during an arrest for selling 
loose cigarettes. A grand 
jury decided last week that 
it would not indict the of¬ 
ficer. A video of the arrest 
showed Garner gasping, “I 
can’t breathe.” 

Guard Davin Joseph wrote 
the words on the cleats he 
wore during pre-game warm¬ 
ups before the Rams beat the 
Washington Redskins 24-0. 
Tight end Jared Cook had 
it written on his wrist tape 
during the game, and he said 
receiver Kenny Britt and two 
or three other offensive play¬ 
ers did the same. 

“I feel like we should sup¬ 
port what we feel is right,” 
said Joseph, who intended 
to wear the cleats during the 
game but had to change be¬ 
cause of the condition of the 
slick turf at the Redskins’ 
stadium. “We should always 
have an opinion of sticking 
up for people who don’t 



have a voice.” 

Joseph tweeted an image 
of his shoes before the game 
with the message: “R.I.P. Eric 
Garner.” 

Also on Sunday, Detroit 
Lions running back Reggie 
Bush had “I Can’t Breathe” 
written in black across his 
blue warm-up shirt. 

On Saturday night, Chi¬ 
cago Bulls guard Derrick 
Rose wore the message on 
his T-shirt during warm-ups 
before an NBA game against 
the Golden State Warriors.
